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INTRODUCTION 

This  paper  is  part  of  a  series  of  reference  documents  designed  to  assist  users  of  census  data  in  finding, 
understanding,  using  and  comparing  data.  The  latter  particularly  applies  in  this  case. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  provide  a  means  of  comparing  1986  census  metropolitan  areas  (CMAs) 
and  census  agglomerations  (CAs)  to  their  1981  delineations. 

Regular  CMAs  and  CAs  are  presented  in  Tables  lA  and  2A,  respectively,  while  consolidated  CMAs 
and  CAs  are  presented  in  Tables  IB  and  2B,  respectively.  Refer  to  the  definitions  for  the  distinction 
between  "regular"  and  "consolidated". 

For  each  CMA  or  CA,  the  census  subdivision  (CSD)  components,  according  to  its  1986  delineation,  are 
listed  alongside  the  CSD  components  according  to  its  1981  delineation.  By  this  means,  it  is  possible  to 
see  which  CSDs  have  been  added  and  which  have  been  deleted  between  1981  and  1986.  In  some  cases, 
differences  between  the  1981  and  1986  lists  of  CSD  components  are  due  to  municipal  reorganizations 
or  name  changes  of  the  CSDs  themselves,  rather  than  changes  to  the  delineation  of  the  CMA  or  CA. 
Such  cases  are  identified  by  footnotes  following  the  tables. 

In  Tables  IB  and  2B,  consolidated  CMAs  and  CAs  are  further  broken  down  into  their  constituent 
primary  census  metropolitan  areas  (PCMAs)  and  primary  census  agglomerations  (PCA),  and  the 
component  CSDs  of  each  are  listed.  Appendix  A  presents  an  alphabetical  list,  for  Canada,  of  all  1986 
CMAs  and  CAs  with  their  component  PCMAs  and  PCAs. 
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DEFINITIONS 

Census  Metropolitan  Area/Census  Agglomeration  (CMAyCA) 

The  general  concept  of  a  census  metropolitan  area  (CMA)  or  a  census  agglomeration  (CA)  is  a  large 
urbanized  core,  together  with  adjacent  urban  and  rural  areas  which  have  a  high  degree  of  economic 
and  social  integration  with  that  core.  CMAs  and  CAs  are  comprised  of  one  or  more  CSDs,  i.e.  CMAs 
and  CAs  must  respect  CSD  limits. 

More  specifically,  a  CMA  is  the  main  labour  market  area  of  an  urban  area  (the  urbanized  core)  of  at 
least  100,000  population,  based  on  the  previous  census.  For  the  1986  Census,  25  centres  in  Canada 
meet  this  definition  and  are  part  of  the  CMA  program.  They  are  listed  in  Appendix  B. 

A  CA  is  defined  as  the  main  labour  market  area  of  an  urban  area  (the  urbanized  core)  of  at  least 
10,000  population,  based  on  the  previous  census.  Once  a  CA  attains  an  urbanized  core  population  of 
at  least  100,000,  based  on  the  previous  census,  it  becomes  a  CMA.  After  a  CA  becomes  a  CMA,  it 
remains  a  CMA  even  if  its  urbanized  core  population  subsequently  declines  below  the  100,000 
threshold.  If,  however,  the  population  of  a  CA  drops  below  10,000,  it  is  deleted  from  the  CA  program. 
For  the  1986  Census,  there  are  114  CAs  as  shown  in  Appendix  C. 

Census  Subdivision  (CSD) 

Refers  to  the  general  term  applying  to  municipalities,  Indian  reserves,  Indian  settlements  and 
unorganized  territories. 

In  Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia  and  British  Columbia,  the  term  also  describes  geostatistical  areas  that 
have  been  created  by  Statistics  Canada  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces  as  equivalents  for 
municipalities. 

PartsofCMAs/CAs 

Census  metropolitan  areas  and  census  agglomerations  may  consist  of  three  parts: 

(a)  the  urbanized  core:  a  large  urban  area  around  which  a  CMA  or  a  CA  is  delineated; 

(b)  the  urban  fringe:  an  urban  area  within  a  CMA  or  CA,  but  outside  of  the  urbanized  core; 

(c)  the  rural  fringe:  all  territory  within  a  CMA  or  C A  lying  outside  of  urban  areas. 

While  every  CMA  or  CA  has  an  urbanized  core,  it  may  or  may  not  have  urban  or  rural  fringe  areas. 

Similarly,  in  consolidated  CMAs  and  CAs,  each  of  the  constituent  primary  CMAs  or  CAs 
(PCMAs/PCAs)  has  an  urbanized  core,  but  may  or  may  not  have  urban  or  rural  fringe  areas.  The 
total  urbanized  core  of  a  consolidated  CMA  or  CA  is  the  sum  of  the  urbanized  cores  of  its  constituent 
PCMAs/PCAs.  Similarly,  the  totals  for  urban  fringe  and  rural  fringe  in  a  consolidated  CMA  or  CA 
are  the  sums  of  the  constituent  PCMA/PCA  urban  and  rural  fringe  areas. 

Consolidated  CMA  or  CA 

In  some  parts  of  Canada,  adjacent.CMAs  and  CAs  are  socially  and  economically  interrelated.  When 
this  happens,  the  CMAs  and/or  CAs  are  grouped  to  form  a  single  consolidated  CMA  or  CA.  To  be 
eligible  for  consolidation,  the  total  commuting  interchange  between  the  adjacent  CMAs/CAs  must  be 
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equal  to  at  least  35%  of  the  employed  labour  force  living  in  the  smaller  CMA  or  CA.  After 
consolidation,  the  original  CMAs  and  CAs  become  subregions,  referred  to  as  primary  CMAs  (PCMAs) 
and  primary  CAs  (PCAs),  within  the  consolidated  CMA  or  CA.  Appendix  D  lists  all  consolidated 
CMAs  and  CAs  for  1986  and  shows  their  constituent  PCMAs  and  PCAs.  Appendix  E  illustrates  a 
consolidated  CMA. 

Primary  Census  Metropolitan  Area/Primary  Census  Agglomeration  (PCMA/PCA) 

A  PCMA  is  a  census  metropolitan  area  which  has  become  part  of  a  larger  consolidated  CMA. 
Similarly,  a  PCA  is  a  census  agglomeration  which  has  become  part  of  a  larger  consolidated  CMA  or 
CA.  In  other  words,  a  PCMA  or  PCA  is  a  labour  market  subregion  within  a  larger  consolidated  CMA 
orCA. 

Regular  CMA  or  CA 

Regular  CMAs  or  CAs,  unlike  consolidated  CMAs  or  CAs,  are  free-standing.  They  are  either  not 
adjacent  to  another  CMA  or  CA  or  not  sufficiently  related  to  another  CMA  or  CA  to  be  consolidated.

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CHANGES  SINCE  THE  1981  CENSUS 

Changes  in  Concepts  and  in  Delineation  Criteria 

The  basic  definition  of  a  CM  A  or  CA  has  not  changed  since  the  1981  Census.  There  have,  however, 
been  important  changes  in  the  criteria  for  delineating  CMAs  or  CAs. 

A  new  concept,  that  of  a  consolidated  CMA  or  CA,  has  been  adopted  for  the  1986  Census.  As  shown  in 
the  "Definitions"  section,  adjacent  CMAs  and  CAs  which  are  socially  and  economically  related  are 
now  combined  into  a  larger  CMA  or  CA. 

The  1986  CMAyCA  delineations  are  based  on  place-of-work  and  place-of-residence  data  at  the  CSD 
level,  collected  during  the  1981  Census.  The  level  of  commuting  for  a  CSD  to  be  included  within  a 
CMA  or  CA  has  been  raised  from  40%  to  50%.  This  change  was  implemented  in  part  in  order  to 
maintain  historical  comparability  and  was  required  to  control  differences  in  the  processing  of  place- 
of-work  data  between  the  1971  and  1981  Censuses.  In  addition,  a  new  criterion  has  been  established. 
The  CSD  must  now  have  a  commuting  flow  of  at  least  100  persons.  Also,  beginning  in  1986,  CAs 
consisting  of  only  one  CSD  are  permitted  whereas,  in  the  past,  at  least  two  CSD  components  were 
required.  This  has  resulted  in  many  new  CAs  being  added  to  the  program. 

Additions  to  the  CMA/CA  Program 

Sherbrooke,  Quebec,  became  Canada's  25th  census  metropolitan  area  in  1986. 

Thirty-five  new  centres  were  added  to  the  CA  program  in  1986.  Several  of  these  CAs,  such  as 
Lethbridge,  Red  Deer,  Brandon  and  Timmins,  are  cities  of  at  least  30,000  population  which  in 
previous  years,  had  been  bypassed  under  the  rule  that  a  CA  had  to  contain  at  least  two  CSDs.  Others 
are  newly  emerging  centres  which  have  now  achieved  the  minimum  10,000  population  in  their 
urbanized  core.  Whitehorse,  Yukon,  has  become  Canada's  first  census  agglomeration  "north  of  60"  in 
1986.  The  35  new  CAs  are:

Deletions  from  the  CMA/CA  Program 

No  CMAs  have  been  deleted  from  the  program  since  a  CMA  remains  as  such  even  if  its  urban  core 
population  declines  below  the  100,000  threshold. 

A  few  CAs  which  existed  in  1981  have  failed  to  achieve  the  minimum  10,000  population  in  their 
urbanized  cores  and  have  been  deleted  from  the  CA  program  in  1986.  These  include:

Sydney  Mines,  Nova  Scotia,  was  a  free-standing  CA  in  1981;  it  is  now  a  primary  census 
agglomeration  of  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia,  a  consolidated  CA.  Trenton,  Ontario,  also  a  CA  in  1981,  was 
deleted  because  it  was  absorbed  by  the  urbanized  core  of  Belleville,  Ontario.  Sherbrooke,  Quebec, 
which  was  a  CA  in  1981,  became  a  CMA  in  1986. 
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TABLES 

Explanation  of  Tables 

Tables  lA.  IB.  2A  and  2B  contain  relationships  between  1981  and  1986  geography,  for  CMAs  and 
CAs  by  their  component  CSDs.  In  each  table,  a  horizontal  line  separates  each  CMA  or  CA  as 
applicable;  the  CMAs,  CAs  and  component  CSDs  are  listed  in  alphabetical  order;  and  meanings  of  the 
CSD  type  abbreviations  are  given  in  Appendix  F. 

Table  lA  presents  information  on  regular  CMAs.  The  first  column  on  the  left  shows  the  CMA  name 
in  bold  face.  The  1981  component  CSDs  are  listed  beneath  it.  The  type  of  each  CSD  is  given  in  the 
second  column.  The  third  column  shows  the  1986  CSD  equivalent(s)  of  the  respective  1981  CSD  for 
the  same  CMA.  The  type  of  each  1986  CSD  is  given  in  the  fourth  column.  For  consolidated  CMAs 
refer  to  Table  IB. 

Table  IB  lists  similar  information  for  1986  consolidated  CMAs,  along  with  information  on  their 
PCMA,  PCA  and  CSD  components.  The  first  column  on  the  left  lists  the  CMA  name  in  bold  face.  The 
1981  component  CSDs  of  the  CMAs  are  listed  in  the  first  column.  The  type  of  each  CSD  is  given  in  the 
second  column.  The  third  column,  entitled  "1986  Consolidated  CMA,"  shows  the  composition  of  the 
same  CMA  in  1986,  i.e.  the  1986  component  CSDs  corresponding  to  the  1981  component  CSDs.  The 
CSD  type  is  given  in  the  fourth  column.  The  remainder  of  the  table  shows  the  primary  CMAs  and 
primary  CAs  (where  applicable)  that  are  contained  in  the  1986  consolidated  CMAs.  In  each  case,  the 
component  CSDs  and  their  types  are  shown. 

For  example,  in  Table  IB.  in  the  Toronto  CMA,  there  were  20  CSDs  in  1981  and  31  CSDs  in  1986:  28 
CSDs  in  the  Toronto  PCMA  and  1  CSD  each  in  the  PCAs  Halton  Hills,  Milton  and  Orangeville. 

Table  2A  presents  information  similar  to  Table  lA.  for  regular  CAs.  The  first  column  on  the  left 
shows  the  CA  name  in  bold  face.  The  1981  component  CSDs  are  listed  below  the  CA  name.  The  CSD 
type  is  given  in  the  second  column.  The  third  column  shows  the  composition  of  the  same  CA  in  1986, 
i.e.  equivalent  CSDs.  The  type  of  each  1986  CSD  is  given  in  the  fourth  column.  Additional  comments 
such  as  "Not  a  CA  in  1981",  "Deleted  from  the  CA  program  in  1986"  or  "Became  a  CMA  in  1986"  may 
appear  in  these  columns,  and  need  no  further  explanation. 

Table  2B  shows  information  similar  to  that  in  Table  IB.  for  the  two  consolidated  CAs  for  1986.  The 
first  column  on  the  left  shows  the  CA  name  in  bold  face.  The  1981  component  CSDs  of  the  CA  are 
listed  below  the  CA  name.  The  CSD  type  is  given  in  the  second  column.  The  third  column  entitled 
"1986  Consolidated  CA",  shows  the  composition  of  the  same  CA  in  1986,  i.e.  the  1986  component 
CSDs  corresponding  to  the  1981  CSDs.  The  CSD  type  is  given  in  the  fourth  column.  The  remainder  of 
the  table  shows  the  PCAs  contained  in  the  consolidated  CA.  For  each,  the  component  CSDs  and  their 
types  are  shown. 

For  example,  in  Table  2B.  in  the  Sydney  CA,  there  were  six  CSDs  in  1981  and  10  CSDs  in  1986;  the 
Sydney  PCA  contains  six  CSDs  and  the  Sydney  Mines  PCA  contains  four  CSDs.
